In the 
fire-room I found eight firemen in irons 
in front of the furnace. lieutenant 
Collins reported tomqjjhat while putting 
tho firemen in irons oqatV them resisted 
and was tired at. -rw^o the engineer, 
hearing this, armed hirceeif with a four- 
barrelled Sharp's deringer and, on being 
ordered to surrender, fired at one of my 
men. The fire was returned, and the 
engineer was killed. ThU was Orrin 
Shepherd, the second engineer, for 
whose murder as a pirate Lieutenant 
Parr was arrested. I immediately went 
below and found the engineer lying 
dead on the threshold of the engine- 
room. The body was sawn in a sheet and 
thrown overboard. I took three men 
and ordered Captain Willetts to surren- 
der to the confederate states as a prisoner 
of war. Instead of so doing be leapt out 
and ran ten or twelve times around the 
deck before he was captured. I did not 
like to fire on him. I Put him in irons 
in the wheel-house- The second officer 
1 found afterwards secreted in the ice- 
chest, and put him in irons to |keep the 
captain company. The chiel engi- 
neer, when ordered to surrender, 
only opened hi* door on a 
crack and was fired at and slightly 
wounded in the chin, when be dashed 
out and ran around the i a n j e shirt, 
a rather cool costume f JT December 
weather. Another of th e officers, Hen 
derson got down on his kees and begged 
for his life. I put Mm in irons and sent 
him to the wheel house. The total time 
occupied in the capture was thirty-five 
minutes, including the putting all of 
the crew in the f>>recaati e j n jron^. j 
doused all the light", ckanged the ship's 
course and took departure from Cape 
Elizabeth light at fta r o'clock that 
morning, having orders to take the

Planter, then lying at Ciarleston. He 
killed the guards of the easel, ran her 
out and delivered her ov* to the federal 
authorities.

On 
the 1st of December he u>k his men and 
made a trip with them h boat and rail 
via Boston to New York. His account of 
their trip and their man? subterfuges to 
avoid detection is \ery gaphic and inter 
eating. They passed as a company of 
Union recruits going to oin theif com- 
mand. The officers won their gray uni- 
forms under citizens' drss. On arriving 
at New York each rr.af was provided 
with a brace of Colt's revolvers and 
twenty cartridges by a onfederate gov- 
ernment agent in Williaa street. Sen- 
tries were posted to waua the loading of 
the Chesapeake, and who she was ready 
to sail all wenton board txcept the en 
listed engineer, who had leserted. The 
vessel proceeded down tie harbor, and 
when opposite the battery made a stop. 
Hraine supposed they had been betrayed

A Woman Lives Three Month-, Without Food--- 
A Remarkable Case 



One ot the mo*t remarkable incidents 
going to sliow the affection ot dumb 



animals for those who care for them oc- 
curred in this city a ew days since. 
< >ur readers will remember the drowning 
hut Sunday of the little six-year old boy, 
Danny. The child had a little dog who 
was his constant companion and play- 
mate. When the accident occurred, 
which resulted in the drowning of the 
boy : . the dog was with him. and by bis 
strange conduct and uneasiness he at- 
tracted the attention of those present. 
While the boy was lying in the bottom 
of the stream, the r"og would run to the 
child's mother and then toward the place 
where the boy was supposed to be, and 
finally plunged in and swam around or 
over the spot where bis little inaater lay. 
After the body had been placed in the 
coifin, thn dog manifested a strong desire 
to see the child, and when the lid of the 
coffin was raised, he licked the dead 
face and seemed to feel intense grief. In 
a short time the do^ went out to the 
railroad track and laid down upon the 
road, as it had done many times before; 
but upon the approach of the train, he 
laid himself upon the rail and deliber- 
ately permitted the train to pass over 
his body— being killed. The whole 
actions of the deg were such as to con- 
vince one that it was governed by 
reasoning powers, and is another illus- 
tration of the lemarkable love or attach- 
ment that some animals have for their 
masters. The mother, at the time of the 
drowning, supposed the child was at 
home, and, therefore, neglected to obey 
the hint given by the dog that might 
have saved the boy's life.

One of Philadelphia's l&rgeat carpet 
manufactories has recently put in the 
electric light to illuminate its floors and 
the device is a complete success. Itcon- 
.-:-•« of a Brush dynamo-slectric ma- 
chine of 12,000 candle power, arranged 
to give lour separate currents, each run- 
ning an electric lamp of 3,000 candle 
power. Two of the lamps were placed on 
the third floor, and two on the fourth 
floor of the immense buildiug, and when 
the engine was started up the machine 
started at the same time, and without 
the slightest manual interference the 
lamps flashed out their light in all its 
maguificence. The effect was most bril- 
liant. The rooms were flooded with a 
pure white light like the light of the 
sun. and it streamed out at all the win- 
dow.*, i'luminating bouses and streets for 
a long distance in every direction. The 
ligh. was very uniform, and steady, free 
from the flickering, and considering the 
enormous illuminating power, the light 
was unexpectedly soft and endurable to 
the eyes. Estimates were made as to 
the amount that the light furnished by 
this apparatus would cost if used by the 
Screw Company as it was used on this 
occasion, and it was ascertained that the 
total cost including the items of con- 
sumption of carbon in the lamp:-, inter- 
est onthe investment, and wear and tear 
would not exceed tnirty cents an hour. 
The light produced was photometrically 
equal to 800 gKS burners, burning five 
ftet of gas per hour each. This amount 
of gas would cost $8 per hour.

She grew no better, however, 

every morsel of food that was taken into 

the stomach being immediately thrown 

up. 

To such an extent did the complaint 
grow upon her that it became necessary 
to have a mug in her lap at meal time, 
into which, immediately after eating, 
she vomited. In many instances, to use 
her own language, it seemed as if she 
threw up more than she had eaten. Mat* 
ters went on in this way for about one 
year, the patient becoming grddually 
weaker. At the expiration of that time 
she was taken to the "Good Samaritan 
Home," corner of Allen and Chambers 
streets, where she remained under the 
immediate supervision of Dr. Kennear 
for about three months. For two 
months of that time the only nourish- 
ment she bad was obtained by the injec- 
tion of beef tea into the rectum. Thera 
being no probability of her ultimate re- 
covery, she was taken to her home in the 
rear of No. 10 Norman street, where her 
death occurred on Saturday morning at 
r> o'clock. For three months, as can be 
proved by Drs. McDonald and Dale, 
both o. whom were in attendance upon 
her at the time of her death, she has not 
been able to retain even a drink of water. 
Almost every day for the last month the 
physicians have been obliged, in order to 
relive the intense pain the poor girl was 
suffering, to administer subcutaneous in- 
jections of morphia. After ber death an 
autopsy was held with the following re- 
sult : It shewed that death was caused 
by chronic inflammation of the stomach, 
not ulceration, as had been supposed. 
The mucous membrane, in which the 
gastric juice is secreted, was completely 
obliterated, while the stomach itself was 
badly decomposed. In the stomach there 
was discoved two ounces of of a dark green 
fluid for the presence of which the phys 
lcians are unab!e to account, as she 
had not swallowed anything for three 
months. Tbey suppose it to be a secre- 
tion of gall from the bladder. So thin 
bad the walls of the stomach become 
that in several places the operating phy- 
sician's finger could be plainly seen 
through them. The inflammation waa 
so intense that it had extended up into 
the mouth, causing intense pain, and just 
prior to her death it became necessary to 
rinse the inside of her mouth with ice 
water. The mother is positive in de- 
claring that for three years the girl has 
been unable to retain food in a solid 
state upon her stomach, and there seems 
to be no good reason for deubting the 
statement. There were no indications 
that there had ever been an ulcer in the 
stomach, and death was caused by star 
vation, superinduced by the chronic in- 
flammation of the stomach. 

The fact that she had been troubled 
with her stomach prior to the accident 
to her bind, effectually diaposes of the 
theory that the shock occasioned by the 
amputation of the finger was the cause 
of trouble, and this being the case, it 
becomes an interesting question. What 
was the primary cause of the difficulty * 

Miss Donaldson waa twenty-five years 
and four months old at the time of her 
death ; was I member of the Church of 
the Advent, and was loved and respected 
wherever known. 

The body is very much emaciated, but 
In other respects looks well. When the 
length of time Miss Donaldson went 
without partaking of either food or 
drink ia taken into consideration, an idea 
can be gained ot the wonderful power o

Dividing Bees. 

The following is a good mttbod of di- 
cing bee*, and one that i* both practi- 
cal and easily r*rtorn,ed by the experr 
enced ■ After providing antra hive with 
empty frame*; or better, frame* filled 
with comb, proceed to open the hive to 
be divided, after snbdaing the bees with 
Bnokeor otherwise, lift out the brood 
comb* with all adhering bees, until two- 
thirds of all the brood in removed placing 
the game in the new hive and being care- 
ful not to remove the queen. Fill all 
unoccupied apace in both hivea with 
c imb frames Locate the new hive some 
distance from the old. All the old bees 
will return to the parent bive, but 
enough young bees will remain to care 
for the brood. A fertile queen may be 
given the new celony after forty-eight 
hours, or about sunset on the second 
dav, by quietly setting her on one ot 
the brood comba. Ihe beaa, being all 
young, will accept her and the work ia 
done. We introduced many queens to 
new coiouiea, last season, as here given, 
without the loas of a siDgle queen. The 
new colony will not work much for f 
time, but w generally equal if not supe 
rior to the parent stock, in a few days.

minute or two to eettle, and then pour 
through a little wire strainer into the 
coffee-pot intended for the table. By 
boiling a jug of milk, to use with the 
coffee, it can always be good. There is 
no possible excuse for bad coffee, and yet 
how seldom do we see it good. 

Currant Jelly. — Put the cunants 
in a stone jar and set in a kettle of hot 
water over the fire till the currants are 
thoroughly heated ; equee Z3 the currants 
through a cloth or on9 of the machines 
for squeezing fruit; measure the juice, 
and to every pint allow a pound of 
sugar ; put the juice into the preserving 
kettle, and spread the «ugar on pans and 
set it in the oven; it must be stirred 
occasionally to prevent it from burning; 
let the sugar get very hot, and when the 
juice has boiled five minutes, stir in the 
sugar, and as soon as it comes to a boil 
again, take it off the fire and put it in 
the jars ; lay thin paper dipped in brandy 
over the jelly when it is cold and paste 
j thick paper over the jars. Jelly made 
in this way is clear, firm and keeps very 
well. Any kind of jelly may be made 
in the same way. 

To Kill Bed-BcuS.— The only certain 
cure for bed-bugs is a solution of eorro 
sive sublimate, which may be obtained 
at the druggist's. The bedsteads should 
be taken apart and well washed with cold 
water and hard soap ; then, with a small, 
flat brush, the poison should be applied 
to every crack and crevice where a bug 
may harbor. The poison should be used 
once or twice a week, as may be neces- 
sary. It is a work of time and patience, 
but if persevered in, this remedy will 
effectually destroy the bugs. Corrosive 
sublimate is a deadly poison, and should 
be kept out of the way of children and 
servants. 

Cement for Iron and Leather. — 
The metal is warmed and then washed 
with a hot solution of gelatine or glue, 
and the leather previously steeped in a 
hot solution of gall nuts, pressed upon 
the surface and allowed to cool. Per- 
haps, where Russia or other fancy leather 
are used, it would be better to apply the 
infusion of gall nuts to the flesh or rough 
side of the leather, by means of a sponge, 
until thoroughly wetted. It is impor- 
tant that all the articles be wirmed and 
kept about as hot as the hand will bear, 
but no hotter, during the operation, the 
work done in a warm place, the metal 
and leather firmly pressed together, and 
the pressure sustained for several hours, 
cooling gradually. 2. Another method, 
and one which may be used where the 
articles are exposed to the weather ; gum 
shellac and India rubber, in equal pro- 
portions by weight, dissolve in rectified 
naphtha or coal tar benzole. Dissolve 
f by placing the vessel containing the above 
articles in another vessel containing hot 
or boiling water, and as the water cools, 
replaee with more hot water. It must 
be kept away from the fire or light, as 
the gases arising from either benzole or 
naphtha are explosive. Keep everything 
warm and proceed to unite as in the first 
method.— Red procacio. 3. Equal parts 
of gutta perch a and gum shellac melted 
together will cement iron and leather or 
iron and wood. 

The MiFKsr of tho Good Old Times. 

Ex-Governor Hendricks, who made 
the opening address at the recent millers' 
convention at Indianapolis, dwelt affec 
tionately upon the miller of olden times, 
as be recalled him. Said he : "Asa boy 
I was acquainted with the miller, and I 
thought him a great man. When he 
raised the gate with such confidence and 
composure, and the tumbling waters 
drove the machinery ahead, I admired 
his power. And then he talked strongly 
upon all questions. He was very posi- 
tive upon politics, religion, law and 
mechanics. And any one bold enough 
to dispute a point was very likely to 
have a personal argument thrown in his 
face, for he knew all the gossip among 
his customers. He was cheerful. I 
thought it was because he was always in 
the music of the running water and the 
whirling wheels. He was kind and 
clever— indeed, so much so that he would 
promise the grist? before they could be 
ready, and so the boys had to go two or 
three times. He was chancellor, and 
prescribed the law. Every one in 
his turn. The miller, standing in 
the door of his mill, all 
white with the dust, is a picture ever 
upon the memory of even this genera* 
tion. It is a picture of a manly figure. 
I wonder if you, gentlemen, the lords of 
many runs and bolts, are ashamed to 
own him as your predecessor ? It was a 
small mill, sometimes upon " a willowy 
brook," and seme times upon the larger 
river, but it stood on the advanced line 
of tie settlement, with its one wheel to 
gikd the Indian corn and one for wheat 
and in the fall and winter season one day 
in i he week set apart for grinding buck- 
wheat. It did the work of the neigh 
borhood. Plain and unpretentious, as 
con pared with your stately structures, I 
would not say it contributed less toward 
the development of the country and the 



provernent which new inventions always 
attain. It .peaks imperfectly at prts 
ent ; there are K>me cousinants which it 
has difficulty in articulating at all ; but 
this is merely a question of mechanical 
detail, aud when we see what ingenuity 
has evolved from the first watch and 
the fust sewing machine, there remains 
little dcubt that the phonograph will 
grow to vast utility, and become one of 
the great labor-raving machines of the 
world. 

The s > called microphone of Hughes, 
in England, is not h wholly original de- 
vice. It is based on Edison's discovery 
of the extreme susceptibilites of carbon, 
which lie applied to develop the extraor- 
dinary power of his telephone. But 
Hughes has evidently made an iudustri- 
ous and skillful application of this dis- 
covery, for it is reported that, with the 
carbon auxiliary, he can magnify the 
smallest sounds almost indefinitely, and 
has made a fly's footstep audible ! It 
increases and exaggerates sound to such 
an extent that it is claimed that "the 
slightest touches ot a feather's edge or a 
camel's hair brush on the sounding board 
of the telephone produce a cracking 
noise of which the intensity was almost 
painful to the ear." This suggests end- 
less utility ; but it has yet to be de- 
veloped. 

The metraphone of Edison is also yet 
in its infancy. It is a device tor magni- 
yine sounds so as to enable the partially 
deaf to hear, and it is probably baaed on 
the great fact of the sensitiveness of 
carbon discovered at Menlo Park last 
year. 

It may not be true that "Science is 
the Providence of man" in the renee in 
which Holyoake affirmed it; but it is 
certain that science is a providence of 
man, and that the beneficence of its 
revelations can hardly be overstated. It 
lias <ye n thought that the rapid progress 
of physical science during the last half 
century would scarcely be maintained, 
but the advent of Edison and the origin 
of four or five great inventions along a 
new line in two years again renews the 
probility that in the arena of physics 
man is still to win moat notable victo- 
ries.— [New Yerk Graphic.

No Bones in the Oeean. 



Mr. Jeffrey has established the fact 
that bones disappear in the ocean. By 
dredging, it is common to bring up teeth, 
but rarely ever a bone of any kind ; 
these, however compact, dissolve if ex- 
posed to the action of the water but a 
little time. On the contrary, teeth — 
which are not bones any more than whales 
are fish— resist the destroying action of 
the water indefinitely. It is, therefore, 
a powerful solvent. Still, the popular 
opinion is that it is a brine. If such were 
the case, the bottom of the sea would, 
long ago, have been shallowed by im- 
mense accumulations ot carcasses and 
products of the vegetable kingdom con- 
stantly floating into them. Dentine, 
the peculiar material of which teeth are 
formed, and the enamel covering them, 
offer extraordinary resistance to these 
chemical agencies resolve other an 
imal remains into nothingness. 
Mounds in the west, tumuli in Europe 
and Asia, which are believed to antedate 
sacred history for thousands of years 
yield up perfectly sound teeth, on which 
time appears to have made no impression 
whatever.

Thofe on board were all naturally anxious 
to reach their homes, and having only to 
round the coast and anchor off Spithead, 
they were making the best of the wind.

Great is the peril of the ocean, but 
there are also dangers on the land, and 
at any moment we also may be sum- 
moned to appear before our God.

Another lesson which lies upon the 
surface of this sad event is this — never 
feel perfectly sale till you are in port.

The application of electricity for light- 
ing seems at last to have been accom- 
plished. For some time the magneto- 
electric machines of Gramme have been 
used in the lighting 0 f certain factories 
in Pans and its neighborhood, and the 
number goes on increasing, and where 
the ceilings are lofty and direct light 
applicable the success i 8 perfect. Among 
the establishments so lighted are those of 
Call & Co., engineers; Lautier, Lamon- 
nier <& Co , the makers of the Gramme 
machine, both of Paris- and Thomas A 
Powell, of Rouen, and at the Eiyes-Lille 
works. The system 0 f direct lighting, 
however, is not. applicable to weaving 
and spinning shed* the ceiling 80 * which 
are too long ; the light is much too in- 
terne, and everything which impedes it 
—shafts, driving bands and machines- 
creates intense black ' shadows. The 
problem was to get & ),vht which, like 
that of the sun, allow. objects to be seen 
by reflection ; and thii has been achieved 
by throwing the light by means of a 
hyperbolic reflector 0 n the whitened 
ceilings and walls, when the machinerv is 
sufficiently illuminated by reflection to 
cause everything to htgeenason a bright 
sunny day, while the eve is not fatigued, 
nothing is painfull, brilliant, and 
nothing obscure. ■E ^wool-mmminL'

from the floor. This ceiling i< composed 
of planks and laths, and is, like the walls, 
lime washed. The electric light is sup- 
plied by two lamps, placed at a hight of 
aix feet from the floor, and thrown upon 
the ceiling by means of conical r< Hectors, 
which prevent the difosion of any direct 
light whatever. The deflected light is 
reflected and diffused in all walls, and 
without shadows. H»e light is much 
superior to that given by ordinary gas; 
it is soft and at once local and general 
in all parts of the work. The foreman, 
seated at bis desk, hai plenty of light for 
working at his books, and sees all over 
the building; tlm- the grand intensity 
of electric light is at once utilized and 
moderated. The machinery is at one 
end of the factory, and is driven by a 
belt from a water-wheel. This mode ol 
lighting has been in nae for more than a 
year ; the cost of the motive power is 
almost nil ; each lamp consumes from 
three to four inches of the carbon point 
per hour, and the cost of this brine 
one cent per inch, the cost of the 
two lamps is twopene) per. hour. The 
seventy gas jets by which the factory 
was formerly lighted, est one shilling 
and eightpence per hour. We could 
enumerate several otter factories where 
the light has l#en uad successfully for 
more than a year, butaill only sum up 
some of its advantages. Besides its 
cheapness the effect spon colors is an 
important consideration ; it is found 
with the electric ligkt that even the 
darkest colors are worked at night quite 
as easily as in the taytime. Another 
important consideratiai is that of fire ; 
an electric lamp rephces from fifty to 
seventy j?ts of gas ; they require no 
hand lamps or matchato light them — a 
most important considtation— and lastly 
the lamps are comphtely inclosed in 
glass lanterns. So important are these 
tacts that insurance caipanies have of- 
fered to insure factoria lighted by elec- 
tricity at lower rates ban usual. The 
electric light requires kit little prepara- 
tion. The necessary nsohinesand lamps 
ca > be set up in a fewaours ; all that is 
required is to keep tae grease-boxes of 
the machines full, andto clean the latter 
daily. The electric l«ht does not affect 
the temperature of thi factorv, and con 
sequently does not dtytbe sir, neither 
dots it consume any otVicen, nor charge 
the atmosphere with carbonic acid and 
other products of com'w-tion. The fact 
of its not having altered the appear 
a nee of colors has earned it to be used 
by dyers. The expense of the elec- 
tric light is given as follow! : The cost 
of the machine, with lamp giving light 
equal to five hundred carcel jets, is 
about ninety pounds, and these will 
represent irom fifty to?;ventv gas jets 
according to circumstancea Tne power 
required is equal to about twe -horse 
steam power, and the cost o! carbon 
points, as already stated, Utwo(>ence per 
hour for each lamp. Who the power is 
that of water, the cost is iaconsiderable, 
and when that of coal hai to be taken 
into account for the steam engine, it 
amounts to twopence per hour, bringing 
the total up to fourpeiice per heur, and 
lubrication is set down at about one- 
fourth pence more, while the wear ot 
the machinery is regarded as nil. Taking 
for the basis that the electric lamp only 
replaces the minimum nnmber of gas 
jets, namely fifty, it ia seven times 
cheaper than gas, motive power not in 
eluded, and four times cheaper, taking 
the cost of driving as estimated above. 
These facts compose astroagcase, and the 
success which has been obtained is easily 
ascertained. A perfect light, as regards 
colors, which neither injures the eyes of 
the workpeople, nor rendes factories un- 
healthy by contaminatingthe air, while 
immensely reducing the risk of fire, 
and which saves seventy«ive per cent, 
on the cost of gas lighting possesses so 
many advantages that it is only sur- 
prising that the manufacturers are not 
more eager to accept it at once. The 
experiments in the electric lightning 
with the Gramme machine a re now daily 
repeated at the Palais Plndustrie, in 
Paris. An area of twelve thousand 
rquare yards is lighted by two electric 
lustres ot six lamps each, auspended at 
twenty-seven yards from the ground. 
The power is supplied by two steam 
engines of twenty-five hone-power each. 
It would take ten thousand candles to 
yield an equivalent light on the floor, or 
three hundred thousand to illuminate 
the whole space as thoroughly. At first 
there was a single luster, they then used 
two, and it is proposed «Qpn to introduce 
three. It is understootahat during the 
international exhi' ' A 'Ve will be 
tests made or ti! ' fliethods of 
lighting streets ano ••y-yings with elec- 
tricity, and the relaV*.,.- value of the 
different systems will be determined. 
One division of the exhibition is to be 
devoted exclusively to electricity. Al- 
though it is conceded that the light 
afforded by electricity is far superior to 
any otherwise available some difference 
of opinion exists retarding the supe 
riority oi the several apparatus now in- 
troduced, and the comparative expense. 
Measures are to be taken to insure the 
utmost impartiality in the experiments, 
and the results will be anticipated with 
great interest.— [London Journal of Ap- 
plied Science.

The United States is rapidly increasing 
its list of rich men. In this respect Cali- 
fornia seems to take the lead. Flood, 
O'Brien, Mackay, Sharon and Jones 
have become well known the world over 
for untold wealth, and the limitations of 
their acquisitions do not yet seem to be 
in sight. These five men represent at 
lea»t five hundred millions of dollars, all 
of which has been acquired within the 
past fifteen or twenty years. Their rise 
to unbounded wealth reads more like the 
tales of the "One Thousand and One 
Nights" than of the common-place era 
of our time. The wealth of these men 
and those who are with them, but who 
are nameless and insignificant because 
thev do not exceed more than $10,000,- 
OOO'or $12,000,000, is vested in silver 
mines principally. They own little land 
comparatively, and seem to have no de- 
sire to possess any, save that which con- 
tains the precious metal. 

In the east there are rich men whose 
wealth rivals and exceeds these Califor- 
nia Crocuses. There are the Astors, 
whose ."states is more correctly namtd at 
$160,000,000 than at any other figure. A 
larsie proportion ot this is invested in 
real estate in New York city. Aside 
ir»,m this the estate owns and controls 
much land in other cities and states. 
The general impression seems to be that 
the Astors put all their money in land. 
But this is not so. They are large in- 
vestors in first-class securities, and upon 
good authority it is said that they own 
the great majority of the bonds issued by 
the state ot Massachusetts. The Vander- 
bilts have their money wholly in rail- 
roads ; Jay Gould, whose accumulations 
have been something fabulous within the 
past few years, is put down at $40,000,- 
000, and owns little land, while the 
Stewart estate has both real estate and 
sscurities to the amount of $100,000,000. 
The New York correspondent of the San 
Francisco Chronicle devotes a letter to 

THE MANHATTAN CRlKSt'SKS, 

From which, excerpts are made below : 
A few years ago, the rich men of New 
York meant William B. Astor, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt and Alexander T. Stewart, 
because they were so much richer than 
anybody else thajt the smaller Croemsea 
were not thought ot in connection with 
them. Since the death of the opu- 
lent trio, a number of men have 
come to the front who were 
(ormerly kept in the back ground. 
The immense estates were not 
much distributed ; indeed, they were 
hardly distributed at all. The Astor 
estate was left in trust to this generation, 
with John Jacob Astor as custodian, as 
it had been left before by the elder John 
Jacob to William B. Astor for the bene- 
fit of himself and his heirs. The great 
bulk ot the Vanderbilt estate passed into 
the hands of William H. Vanderbilt, who 
contro's absolutely the vast railway prop- 
erty, aud Stewart, having no children 
and scarcely any relatives, made over his 
gigantic business to Henry (Judge) Hil 
ton for $1,000,000. The form of it was 
that he left the sum of money to Mrs. 
Stewart, who, in consideration of a like 
amount, transferred the wholestle and 
letaildry goods establishment to Hilton. 
John Jacob Astor will be pretty certain 
to discharge his tnut wisely. He is 
very shrewd and capable, and poseeases 
much more financial talent, it is believed, 
than William B. ever had, resembling 
his grandfather in sagacity aud foresight 
rather than his father. He is consider- 
ably over fifty, but is ot robust constitu- 
tion and vigorous health, and will be 
likely to increase the property very 
materially during his administration. 
If he lives to his father's age — eighty- 
five— the estate will probablv be worth 
$150,000,000. William H. Vanderbilt 
is not the financial genius that 
his father incontestably was. No- 
body has ever suspected him of 
being such, but be is astute and 
cautious nevertheless, and will not 
be likely, as has been predicted, to in- 
volve the enormous inte r estn of which he 
has charge. The commodore left things 
in such a shape (neither he nor any other 
man could prevent legal assaults upon 
his will) that almost any good business 
man ought to be ablj to carry out bis 
view- and inte.itions. The present Van- 
derbilt, albeit not brilliant, is thought 
by his intimates to be very Bafe. He 
knows far more than be reveals. His 
father long believed him te be incompe- 
tent; but many years before his death, 
discovered the capacity of his son, and 
never doubted it afterward. William 
H has a son, Cornelius, wbo, everybody 
says, is the strongest and ableet of the 
existing Vanderbilts. The commodore 
bad the hiehest opinion of his grandson, 
and consulted him on manv occasions, 
attaching the greatest importance to his 
opinions. He used to declare that "that 
boy Cornel is going to be one ot the 
smartest men in the United States," and 
the declaration will probably be justified 
by circumstances. 

"The correspondent, after devoting a 
few not complimentary words to Judge 
Hilton, concerning the immense busi- 
ness under his control, the Grand Union 
and the Hebrews, the Woman's hotel 
ficuno, comes to the consideration of one 
who is well known of Brooklyn and much 
honored by it, the place of his residence. 

HORACE B. CLAFLIN 

Is one of the richest meichants (perhaps 
the richest after Stewart) in the city or 
country. He used to be in lower Bread- 
way, but, before the breaking out of the 
civil war, he removed to a new and co- 
lossal warehouse which he bad built for 
his business in west Broadway, extend- 
ing to Church and Worth streets, and 
has remained there ever since. The 
building occupies half of a whole block 
and is wne of the most conspicuous in 
that quarter. During the season it pre- 
sents a most active appearance. It 
swarms with buBtling humanity. The 
sidewalks are covered with boxes, bales 
and cases addressed to every part of the 
United States, the territories, Canada, 
Mexico, Guatemala and South America. 
Nearly every vessel that comes or goes 
from our docks brings or takes something 
to or from H. B. Claflin & Co., and the 
firm is most favorably known in London, 
Manchester, Glasgow, Paris, Lyons, 
Brusssls, Hamburg, and all centres of 
commerce and trade. The house employs 
fome 700 or 800 persona at. saUries rang- 
ing from $500 to $25,000 per annum, the 
latter price being paid to the manager. 
Claflin himself is now considerably over 
sixty, tut active and energetic, with 
years of hard work in him yet. He 
looks like a " Yankee," having a wiry, 
rather slight, angular figure, and a 
shrewd, somewhat anxious, though hon- 
est, prepossessing face. He has a repu- 
tation for liberality, and is much liked by 
his employes and all persons having 
intimate dealings with him. "What is 
he worth ?" To this decidedly American 
question he could scarcely reply, if he 
would. His fortune is estimated all the 
way from $12,000,000 to $20,000,000, 
but if his affairs were settled to-day, it 
would necessarily suffer greatly from 
shrinkage. 

Theie is another written ot whom 
Brooklyn must take interest in, since he 
has been for so many years identified 
with her ferries. 

GEORGE LAW 

Has sunk into obscurity latterly, so far 
as newspaper men tien is concerned ; but 
he is richer than he has ever been and is 
busy looking after his affairs despite bis 
seventy-four or five years. A native of 
Washington county, this state, his par- 
ents were too poor to furnish him with 
an education, for which in fact he cared 
very little. He 

WANTED TO MAKE MONEY 

More than he wanted anything else, and 
he resolved while still in his teens to 
come here for that purpose. The Btory 
is, that he worked his passage, as the 
phrase is, from Albany to this city and 
arrived in the metropolis with only a few 
coppers in his pocket. He had strong 
hands and a stout heart, and he set to 
work at ance. hiring himself [as a steve- 
dore at twenty-five cents a day. After 
several months of hard labor on the 
docks and in warehouses he had accu- 
mulated $100 — this seemed to be 
an immense sum — and on his slen- 
der capital he began to barter un- 
til he bad increased it ten-fold. 



Law enlarged his operations, and was 
so astute and energetic that he had ac- 
cumulated $10,000 in a few years. He 
has always said, however, even long 
after becoming a millionaire, that no 
amount of money was so hard to get as 
his first $1,000. Never intellectual, he 
bas shown from the beginning an un- 
mistakable talent for turning plans into 
cash, and he is reported to be as fond of 
the transmutation now as he was half a 
century ago. Spite of his material suc- 
cess, he remained unknown until thirty 
when he obtained the contract for 
building the high bridge for the Croton 
aqueduct. It proved profitable and be 
got new contracts which proved profit- 
able likewise. Then he put money into 
schemes for ferry and street railway 
companies, and they had a very lucrative 
issue. 

For the past twenty years "Live Oak 
George " has not made a ripple in the 
community, but he has been very active 
in pursuing his own interest? and aug- 
menting his stock of wordly goods. He 
still owns largely in the ferry and street 
railway corporations, and gets a heavy 
percentage from them. He can be seen 
nearly any day on West street driving 
about in an old, shabby buggy, himself 
an old, shabby man, and looking as if he 
had not $10,000 in the world. He takes 
excellent care of bimself, going to 
bed early and rising early, being very 
prudent in his diet and in all his habits, 
and hoping, it is said, to live till ninety. 
He is a large, raw-boned, homely man, 
bent from age, but still vigorous in ap- 
pearance, Blow of speech, and by no 
means remarkable for the correctness or 
elegance of his language. Always a 
{lersistent self-seeker, he bas never tried j 
to win the good will of his neighbors, or, | 
indeed, of anybody else. He has lived ; 
wholly for himself, and consequently is | 
the reverse of popular.

The relation of man to nature primor* 
dially and of savage races in the present 
day is, as we know, verv different from 
what it has been represented to be by 
poets and philosophers.

It, as 
Paul Broca teaches, the mean cerebral 
ma^s of ra'isiana in the present day 
exceeds that of Parisians in the twelfth 
century, may we not assume our brain 
to have, by a process of gradual improve- 
ment, become more highly developed 
than the biain of the men of the stone 
age, 100,000 years ago ? And this brain, 
more perfect aa it is by nature, has been, 
at an early period of its life, subjected to 
innumerable unconscious influences, and, 
later, to the conscious influences of edu- 
cation, which render it in some sense in- 
commensurable with the brain of those 
as yet half brute creatures.— [Science 
Monthly.

Hartford, fonn , special to the w. V. Hera'd. 

Three postponements, necessitated by 
heavy rains, had induced the Hartford 
people to believe that fate was making a 
dead net against Prof. Kichtel's determi- 
nation to show that his new flying 
machine was really capable of aerial 
navigation. To-day was far from favor- 
able for an outdoor exhibition, yet it was 
given, and with gratifying success. 

The large assemblage that came to 
witness what they fully believed would 
be only another unsuccessful attempt to 
solve the problem of navigating the air 
were pleasantly disappointed. Ihe ma- 
chine not only rose in the air, but moved 
backward and forward, up and down, at 
the option of the aeronaut, and al- 
though embracing in part the balloon 
principle, the evolutions were accom- 
plished without waste of gas in descend- 
ing or anv use of ballast whatever. 

The aeronaut worked the central pro- 
peller of the machine with effect and 
rose over every obstacle to the height of 
100 teet. The breeze was blowing to the 
eastward and the exhibitor allowed his 
machine to be carried with it for an 
eighth of a mile, and amused bims?if by 
showing his ability to ascend or descend 
at will. Then the propeller at the 
pointed end of the frame work war. eet in 
motion, and the macBfne SRITted Its" 
course, twistibg and turning in email 
circles. Still its general diift was to the 
eastward, with the wind, and the spec- 
tators freely expressed the opinion that 
its powers were at an end and that it 
could never return against the wind ; 
but at a signal from Professor Richtel 
the machine was pointed back toward 
the exhibition grounds. The propelling 
wheel was started at top speed, and with 
acceleiated motion the air ship sailed 
along back, at an attitude ot 100 feet, 
untiT it hovered over the exhibition 
grounds; then amid general applause, 
the central propeller was set in motion, 
and under its influence the ship Bank 
slowly and easily to the earth, landing 
within half a dozen rods from the original 
starting point.
